adv ices for fiv e days owing to the d o s ­ 
ing of the cable. M. Taigny went to 
La Guayra Saturday last, acco m panied 
by the F rench v i£ re consul. 
lie was 
accusto m ed to bo ard the French steam ­ 
ers w itho ut a permit, which on 
this 
occasion be w as not allo wed to do. 
Thinking it his do ty under the circum­ 
stances he decided to go abo ard the 
M artinique w itho ut permission. 
M arooned Aboard Ship. 
“On Sunday the v ice consul and the 
cable directo r accompanied M. Taigny 
to the w harf, but did not go on board 
th e M artinique with him. 
The Vene­ 
zuelans. howev er, it was noticed, w ent 
on bo ard the v essel and returned w ith­

IS.—The new 
Illinois primary election law, accord­ 
ing to Attorney General Stead, who 
has interpreted the act’s applicability 
to cities, villages and ineorported towns 
having a population in excess of 1,000, 
does not apply to nominations in cities 
where party lines are not drawn at 
city elections. As originally drawn the 
primary bill provided only for primary 
election in counties, and â study of the 
act reveals that as applied to cities it 
has not been wholly harmonized, al­ 
though the attorney general says the 
general intention of the legislature is 
evident It is held that where nomina­ 
tions are made for officers in villages 
which are not divided into wards there 
would be only one polling place. Judges 
appointed for county elections would 
not act as judges in city elections, but 
regularly constituted city and village 
judges would act as primary election 
judges in such cities and villages.
